We recently discovered that there is a version of "Dr. DX" 
for CBers! The Radio Shack flyer for Compuserve lists a CB 
information service, described as "A Citizens Band radio 
simulator where you can interact directly with one or more 
persons." 


Airmail postage from the U.S. to most foreign countries is 
now 44 cents per half-ounce, 39 cents to a few of the Cari- 
bean spots. ARRL reminds U.S. amateurs to send their in- 
coming ARRL bureau some extra stamps to cover envelopes 
which they have on file. 


The Kenwood TS930S is no longer in production, according 
to a reader who has just returned from Japan. Its replace— 
ment, the TS940S, is going to cost more and have more bells 
and whistles, including a ‘scope! 


An advertisement this month in QST for the Mil-Spec 1030 
says that the radio is now IBM PC or Compaq compatible. 
Take a look. This is just the thing for teenagers more inter- 
ested in computers than wireless, except that the list price 
of the MilSpec has risen to a mind-boggling ten thousand 
dollars. 


But on a positive note, figures compiled by N6RJ and pub- 
lished in a recent W5YI Report indicate that new amateur 
licenses were up significantly (like double) in December and 
January over last year; this may be due to the new volun- 
teer examining program. 


VK6IR and VK6DU will operate from Christmas Island for 
two weeks, starting Mar 26, signing VK9XB on SSB and 
VK9XG on CW, with activity concentrating on 40 and 80. No 
mention of 160. 


More special prefixes for Canada...now to Apr 17, VE=CG, 
VO=VF, VY=VG. And others, such as CY, XJ, CF, VC, CY., 
later in 1985. 


Most 160 Meter European operators are looking for Idaho, 
Utah, Nevada, and Wyoming to complete WAS. Best time is 
0600-0730 around 1850, if you can help. D44BC has reported- 
ly finished his 160 WAS, on SSB only. GW3YDX is said to 
hear the West Coast very well but is having trouble being 
heard. 


Bouvet (3Y4CG or whatever) has not materialized as of Mar 
4; the reports around Feb 26 were that the ship had been 
delayed, etc. 


The Taiwan operation Mar 7-10 was to have signed BVOAC; 
they had a license for 40-10 and were still negotiating at 
the last minute for 80M permission. Operators were JA9s 
AA, AG, ABW, BMP, ELB, and LQ; QSL to JAQAG. 


DXPress said DF4RD would operate from the Maldives for 
two weeks beginning Feb 26, if he got a license. W9GW is 
currently active as 8Q7GW. 


ZLIAMO rumored will operate from Tonga Mar 12-Apr 2, 
mostly low bands CW. 


DXNS reports that G3LCS has no plans to return to the 
U.A.E. and A61AA anytime soon. 


Talk continues of a Mt. Athos operation by I0SNY and 
others, this spring. 


Some observations on the upcoming operation from Clipper- 
ton...the last expedition there, in 1978, was under band con- 
ditions just about like what we have now. Many Europeans 
were not able to work that operation, and they are now ask- 
ing why the current plans were not put off until conditions 
got better in another few years. The fear is that, although 
the operating team is expe cted to do everything they can 
to work Europe this time, the propagation may not 
cooperate. 


Another question being heard asked is why have such an 
expensive expedition to a DXCC country which was activat- 
ed a mere seven years ago? The demand for, say, Bouvet, is 
much greater worldwide than the demand for FOOC. The last 
Bouvet operation, 3Y1VC, was poor (to be kind) and also 
was plagued by bootleggers...there are probably more bogus 
3Y1VC entries in logs as there are real ones. 


An item from the W5YI Report: WB5LEU of near Houston 
has been fined $2060 by FCC for operating on the 80 Meter 
band with power "in excess of 20,000 watts." We sure wish 
we could have heard him! This operation was back in Jan~ 
uary on the ever-popular 3895 frequency, and Mr. Dyke was 
using an S-Line, driving an L4B, which in tum fed a 
3XC10000T transmitting tube "with a capacity of some 
48,000 watts." The carrier power of the home brew amp- 
lifier, says W5Y1, was measured at 25 KW. 
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USSR Tidbits (KIKI) says the special callsigns from Russia 
will continue until May 12; EW are “hero cities," EU are 
capitals of each of the fifteen republics, EV are capitals of 
autonomous republics, EM are former cities of guerilla 
movements, and EO are cities awarded medals for their con- 
tributions toward the victory in WW 2. 


An award for working these stations is said to be the 
most attractive from Russia in a long time, You need ten 
contacts from North America (with the special callsigns); 
have your log verified by two other hams or a club officer 
and send the list of QSOs to Box 88 before Jan 1, 1986. 


There is an extensive list of the special USSR callsigns in 
the Feb 27 issue of KIKI's newsletter..an SASE with an 
extra stamp or two will probably get you a copy. We can 
publish it here if there's enough interest, but we think those 
who are in need of the list probably get USSR Tidbits. 


A long-disputed topic has been whether or not it is legal to 
sign your own callsign from the station of another licensed 
amateur. The prevailing opinion, that it is legal, has now 
pee further confused by FCC in an order released January 
18: 


"Section 97.121 of the Amateur Radio Service Rules pro- 
vides that an amateur radio operator shall not transmit any 
call sign which has not been assigned to the radio station 
which is being operated. A literal reading of the rule pro- 
scribes using another station's call sign when responding to 
a CQ or using one's own call sign for identification purposes 
when operating a station having lesser privileges. 


"This, of course, is not the intent of the rule. The pur- 
pose of the rule (Section 97.121) is to preclude the illegal 
use of a false call sign as an unlicensed station or to avoid 
detection. This Order amends the rule to make it clear that 
in appropriate circumstances the call sign of another ama- 


teur station may be transmitted.(emphasis added — ed.)." 


Section 97.121, as amended, now reads as follows: 


"An amateur radio station must not transmit...for purposes 
of identifying the station, any call letter which has not been 
assigned to it. Notwithstanding the foregoing, when a station 
is operated within the privileges of the operator's class of 
license but which exceed those of the station licensee 
(emphasis added — ed), station identification must be made 
by following the station call sign of the station being operat- 
ed with the operator's primary call sign in accordance with 
section 97.84(b)."" 


As far as we are concerned, this clarifies little if any- 
thing. It was our impression that station licenses went out 
the window when the requirement to sign 'portable' was lift- 
ed. It still seems unclear whether or not I can sign my call- 
sign from your station ed.

"It seems to me that having accepted this Cyprus nonsense 
in the first place, the best thing the ARRL DXCC Desk can 
do is accept all ZC cards as valid. Obviously, all of these 
people were working at British extraterritorial installations; 
how else did they get the licenses? But, being understand- 
ably unaware that it was going to be a problem, most of 
them did not give exact addresses, and it's hopeless to try 
to determine now where each station was physically. 


The problem could have been avoided by not accepting 
this ex-post-facto "new country." It has been there for 25 
years - why worry about it now? After all, the effect is 
merely inflationary; nobody gains anything, and some lose."

If we could find out 
from which date (this applies) for each station, that would 
help. Do not pay attention to old cards saying PO Box 216, 
Famagusta, as that was the address of the QSL bureau for 
ZC4. 1 think all ZC4 calls were issued to British service 
personnel, most of whom operated (with their own calls) 
from club stations within the bases. I do know that some 
higher officers rented apartments outside the bases and op- 
erated from there."

“Your September 30 1984 TDXB comments on low band an- 
tennas unduly malign the elegant yet simple ‘flat dipole,' 
while embracing less effective radiators. The horizontal di- 
pole is an extremely efficient radiator when placed more 
than 1/4 wavelength above ground. A 1/2 wavelength dipole 
exhibits 2.2 dB of gain over an isotropic source in free 
space by virtue of its directivity. 


"The inverted vee, as you noted, fills in the directional 
pattern of a horizontal dipole with vertically polarized ra- 
diation off the ends. There is a cost, however, and that is 
that energy that is now radiated from the ends is subtracted 
from the energy that is radiated broadside. At equal heights, 
an inverted vee with a 90-degree apex angle is about 3 dB 
down from a flat dipole in the broadside direction, 


"A full size rotary dipole for 40 Meters is admittedly a 
bit of a mechanical monstrosity; 1 had one made from 32- 


foot bamboo poles and wire. The bamboo finally dried out ~ 


and sheared off in high winds, after seven years of use. 


"L now use loaded, rotary dipoles. An easy way to achieve 
this configuration is the boom of a 20-Meter beam or tri- 
bander. (W61SQ wrote one of the original articles on this 


set-up, about ten years ago...the 'Two-Tailed Monster’ — 


ed.). A 24-foot boom with 20M elements is just about self- 
resonant on 40 Meters. My favorite matching method is a 
sloping 8-foot feed with 3/4 in. aluminum tubing and an 
Omega match. 


"] have successfully matched a 3-element 20M beam, a 
Hy-Gain 204BA and 205BA, and a TH6DXX. Analysis shows 
these loaded booms to be only about 1 dB down from a full- 
size rotary dipole. 


"L believe 2/3 of the improvement most people see in 
going from a low inverted vee to a 40M beam comes from 
getting the antenna up in the air, clear of obstructions, and 
from having flat elements and directional control. W2PV and 
others have shown that yagis tuned for F/B ratio lose some 
gain (about 1 dB) and the use of shortened elements results 
in further gain loss. The end result is that there is little 
difference between a high full-length 40M rotary dipole and 
a lower, loaded yagi. 


“OF course, the directivity of the beams is a great advan- 
tage on receive. 1 compensate for not having this with my 
rotary dipoles by using my beverage antennas to receive on 
40."
